Contract Bridge 
By Humlin B- Hatch, Cavendish Club, 
Toronto 


Systems In Contract 


The average contract bridge play- 
er, at the present time is agog over 
the controversy raging around the 
different systems of playing. There 
are four principal systems now being 
exploited by their different sponsors. 
In order of importance they rank as 
follows:— 

1st. The .Approach-Forcing Sys- 
tem (Sponsored by Culbertson). 

2nd, The Official System (Spon- 
sored by Lenz ‘et Al). 

8rd. The One Over One (Sponsor- 
ed by Geo. Reith and The Knicker- 
bocker Whist Club). 

4th, The Vanderbilt Club (Spon- 
sored by Harold Vanderbilt). 

A system in Contract may be de- 
fined as an attempt to put into a form 
easy to learn, the methods the good 
card player have always used. This 
being so, it is certain that, as most 
card players use the same methods 
with slight variations, any system can 
differ from any other system only 
slightly. And this is so. The varia- 
tions in all four systems are slight 
|and the good contract player is, as a 
rule, familiar with all the systems, 
{and can, if asked to do so, play any 
| system his partner desires to play. 
The Approach-Forcing System 


| Forcing System are as follows:— 

1st. The opening bid of one which 
must have a minimum of 214 honor 
tricks and four playing tricks, arfd 
may have a maximum of six honor 
tricks and-seven or eight playing 
tricks, 

2nd.. The weak no trump takeout 
by the partner of the original bidder. 
This is made on.a maximum of one 
and one-half honor tricks and a mini- 
mum of one honor trick, or in excep- 
tional cases of less than one honor 
trick, The takeout denies normal 
support in suit originally bid and 
practically warns partner. that for 
that particular deal, the partnership 
must be satisfied with partial score. 
Further it discloses the fact that, as 
a rule, the responding hand is bal- 
anced i.e, contains no void suit or 
singleton, 


3rd. The Jump-Shift Response. 
This is a jump bid in a suit other 
than the suit originally bid and is a 
demand bid requiring the partnership 
to keep the bidding open until a game 
contract is arrived at, It is made by 
the responding hand usually on a 
minimum of two and one-half honor 
tricks, or sometimes less when the 
hand distribution is favorable. 


4th. The Original Two Bid. Based 
on five and one-half honor tricks as 
a minimum and demands that bidding 
be kept open by partnership until 
game contract is arrived at. The 
tendency lately, by users of this sys- 
tem is to limit the two bid to hands 
which will make game with even less 
than one honor trick in partner’s 
hand. 

5th. The Jump Overcall. A jump 
bid made by opponents of original 
bidder and is a strong invitation to 
partner of the overcaller to keep the 
bidding open provided partner has the 
equivalent of one honor trick, ~ If 
however the overcaller’s partner has 
less than one honor trick he may 
pass. 

6th. The Informative Double. A 
bid made as an overcall and demands 
@ response from partner of doubler 
provided there is no intervening bid. It 
is usually made with strength in the 
major suits and is a fighting not a 
defensive bid. With the balance of 
strength'in the hand of the doubler's 
partner, game js likely in the hand. 


7th. The Overcall by the oppon- 
ents of the suit bid originally by two 
of the same suit. If the opening bid 
is one heart and the opponents over- 
1call with two hearts, such an over- 
call means control of the heart suit 
Le. either a void in hearts, the single- 
ton ace, the ace small, or the ace king 
or ace queen, This bid is the most 
powerful bid in the approach forcing 
system, is used definitely as a slam 
signal and practically guarantees 
game in any four card suit that the 
partner of the overcaller has, 


The synopsis given above contains 
practically all the salient features of 
the Approach-Forcing System. Gen- 
erally it may be said that in this 
system whenever there is a four card 
biddable suit in the hand, this suit is 
bid in preference to no trump. A bid- 
dable four card suit may be defined 
as one which contains two high hon- 
ors, one of which must be the ace or 
king, and the other queen or jack, 
The no trump opening bid is made 
only when the hand contains two and 
one-half honor tricks, no four or five 
card biddable suit, and has a balanced 
pattern. -

The total imports into Great 
Britain aggregated 48,236,021 pounds 
for the four months, with British Em- 
pire countries supplying 10,075,088 
pounds.

Gardening Notes 


Treatment Of the Lawn, Buying 
Shrubs, and Other Useful 
Information 


Lime Is not the cure-all for a lawn 
which many are inclined to believe. 
As a matter of factrit should-be used 
rather sparingly, as often an acid 
soil, which the lime tends to correct, 
actually discourages the growth of 
dandelions and plantain, two weeds 
which are a very common pest in 
most parts of the country. A rich soil, 
however, is necessary to promote 
heavy growth and the dark green, 
fine sward we are after. Good drain- 
age is also important and sunlight 
for most types of grass, though if our 
location is shaded we can secure spe- 
clal grass which will do well under 
these conditions, Fertilizer of the 
commercial variety, relatively high in 
nitrogen, gives good results. One 
should be careful in applying the fer- 
tilizer to prevent burning, Dissolving 
in water first or applying just be- 
fore a heavy shower or watering is 
the safest way. An annual application 
of pulverized sheep manure will sup- 
ply both nourishment and humus and, 
unlike ordinary manure, this will not 
fill the grass with a lot of weed seeds 
as the sheep’ manure has been steam- 
ed during the pulverizing process to 
Kill anything of this kind. 
will supply both nourishbent and hu- 
mus and, unlike ordinary manure, this 
will supply not fill the grass with a 
lot of weed seeds as the sheep maure 
has been steamed during the pulveriz- 
{ng process to kill anything of this 
kind. 

There is no object to be gained and 
often losses result where one sends 
half way across the continent for 
plants, shrubbery and trees. Purchas- 
{ng from the nearest reliable source 
Ig best as then we are sure of getting 
something adapted to our section of 
the country. When this stock ar- 
rives if we are not ready to plant im- 
mediately, open the parcel, spread out 
the roots in a shallow trench and cov- 
er firmly with damp soil. Above all 
things do not let the roots be exposed 
to sun or wind and if the plants are 
very dry on arrival, bury stems and 
‘all for a day or two. 

While a very minor item, as far as 
cost is concerned, seed, like the foun- 
dation of a building, is all important. 
In fact carrying the comparison still 
further seed is the support upon 
which the whole of gardening de- 
pends. Soil, location, climate and cul- 
tivation may be perfect, but without 
the right quality of seed and of a 
Kind particularly adapted to our 
Canadian conditions we cannot possi- 
bly succeed. A certain plant may give 
{deal results in the States or in Eng- 
land, but because it is not adapted to 
local conditions is often a miserable 
failure here. On this account, it fs 
most important to secure something 
especially suitable to Canada. Before 
one is tempted to depend absolutely 
on seed saved from one’s own gar- 
den last year, it should be remember- 
ed that much of this 1s probably a 
mixture of several shades, varieties 
and different qualities of plants. The 
bees which mix the pollen are no re- 
specters of color, and when they get 
through with sweet peas, for instance, 
they have probably mixed things up 
so much that weakly colored blooms 
are sure to result. Then, again, the 
seed saved is usually from the later 
and inferior flowers, or, in the case 
of vegetables, from late maturing 
plants, and in consequence is quite 
lable to give late and disappointing 
plants. On commercial seed farms, 
varieties are grown in large solid 
blocks so that there is no chance of 
mixing and, in the case of high-class 
flowers, blooms are screened against 
bees and the pollen mixed by hand. 
There is no attempt to produce flow- 
ers for bouquet purposes or early veg- 
etabes for the table, but seed only, 
and that is selected from the earllest 
and most vigorous plants. 

Most of us are fond of mush- 
rooms but most of us, also, are afraid 
to indulge our appetite in these things 
for fear we will be the unlucky ones 
who get one of the very few poisonous 
kinds, Before risking those gathered

Good Advice For Critics 


Read Public Accounts To Know How 
Governments Spend Money 


What do governments do with all 
the money? To people who constantly 
ask this question we suggest an ex- 
amination of a return tabled in Par- 
liament. What it shows is that for 
pensions alone Canada last year paid 
out $65,636,268. More than a million 
and a quarter dollars each weelt. 

War pensions alone are now tak- 
ing over $46,000,000 annually. And 
on top of that there are Old Age 
Pensions, pensions for retired serv- 
ants, pensions for retired judges, 
pensions for others. 

All of us asked for these pensions, 
supported them. No one, certainly, 
begrudges the pensions that go to 
war veterans, But it is well that 
occasionally, we be reminded of what 
we are doing, of the money that is 
involved. 

There are people who want to have 
their cake, yet eat it. They are for 
all sorts of Government and State 
services for all sorts of social and 
progressive legislation, yet they are 
the same people who are forever cry- 
ing out that governments should 
economize, | 

The truth is that in the matter of 
nearly three-fourths of the money it 
pays out, the Dominion. Government 
can’t economize. Can’t economize, 
that is, unless Parliament repeals 
Parliament’s. own statutes. The Gov- 
ernment can’t cut on war or.old age 
pensions, can’t cut on the interest on 
the public debt (which is about $120,- 
000,000 a year), can’t cut on a score 
of other things. 

Sometimes we think it a great pity 
that the average citizen lacks time 
and inclination, or perhaps opportun- 
ity to read the public accounts. If he 
could read them, it might make him 
a little less critical of government ex- 
penditure, perhaps a little less in- 
clined to shout for every proposal 
that somebody makes for some new 
legislation that involves new govern- 
ment expenditure.

New York Pastor Refers To Lack Of 
Success In Coping With Oriminals 
Somo “military enforcement” of 

law may be required to rout the 

underworld that threatens to become 
the “overworld,” Rev. Dr. Henry 

Howard declared in a recent sermon 

at the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 

Church in New York. 

“The eyes of all the world are on 
us, inquiring why with all our clab- 
orate system of law we are not more 
efficient in coping with the criminal,” 
Dr. Howard sald. Alluding specifically 
to the slaying of the Lindbergh baby, - 
he continued: “This last tragedy, 
which has sent a thrill of sick horror 
round the globe is a terrible indict- 
ment of our method or want of meth- 
od in administering the laws of this 
great Republic. 

“We have brought about through 
our careless and go-as-you please in- 
difference to civic affairs an inverted 
order in which instead of the crimin- 
al class being fearful of offending the 
officers of the law, the officers of the 
law aro themselves afraid of the 
criminal class, The latter are so 
highly organized, so richly subsidized, 
80 efficiently weaponed and so desper- 
ate in gunplay that the guardians 
of our lives are either scared into 
connivance or silenced with bullets 
through the brain. 

‘Tf the underworld in this city is 
not to become the overworld, with 
the forces of lawlessness and anarchy 
running rampant and unrestrained, it _ 
looks as {f some sort of military rein- 
forcement would have to be called in 
to rout out and round up the poison- 
ous brood of vipers. 

“For the conditions of things as 
they are today we are all more or less 
accountable, The responsibility for 
@ clean and wholesome civic life is 
every citizen’s concern, and yet how 
many are there among us who do not 
touch the burdens of the State with 
one of thelr fingers. If we do not ex- 
ercise our right at the ballot box and 
put our conscience into our vote we 
have no right to complain that we are 
misrepresented in public affairs. 

“This heart-breaking tragedy that 
has kindled world-wide indignation 
demands that its perpetrators be 
hunted down. There ought to be no 
place of refuge, no person in the 
country to give them shelter or come 
between them and the arm of the law. 
The freedom and security of every 
little child among us will depend on 
the extermination of such vermin 
from the face of the earth.”

Announcement of this discovery 
was made before the annual conven- 
tion of the health officials by Dr. M.

Doctors stated Dr. Brown's an- 
nouncement practically means the 
solution of the pneumonia problem. 

Dr. D. T, Fraser, also of the Con- 
naught laboratories, reported the dis- 
covery of a serum, which is expected 
to help materially in the prevention 
and treatment of whooping cough.

Noise May Accompany 
Auroral Display 


Possibility Being Studied By Royal 
Society Of Canada 

The question of whether sounds 
soometimes accompany auroral dis- 
plays in the sky came in for discus- 
sion before section three of the Royal 
Society of Canada at Ottawa. 

Just becauso the currently held be- 
lief as to the cause and nature of au- 
rora does not provide for any sound to 
be heard, Dr. J. S. Plaskett, director 
of the astrophysical observatory on 
Vancouver Island and the holder of 
the Flavelle medal of the Royal So- 
clety of Canada for 1932, thinks that 
the great body of evidence that sounds 
have been heard should not be dis- 
carded. 

He read a paper before the section, 
prepared by Dr. C. S, Beals, of the 
observatory staff, in which it was 
stated that the only interpretation of 
the observations which seems to fit 
all the fact is that both the sounds 
and low level apparitions sometimes 
reported are real and that they con- 
stitute normal though perhaps un- 
usual accompaniments of other aurc- 
ral phenomena. 

“If this is so,” it is stated further, 
“there must be some definite physi- 
cal process taking place close to the 
earth’s surface which is able to pro- 
duce the effects that have been ob- 
served. The aurora has long been con- 
sidered to be electrical in origin and 
the hypothes!s that the auroral 
sounds and low level displays are due 
to some sort of electrical discharge 
near the surface of the earth seems a 
very reasonable one.”

Speed Of Aeroplane 


Can Now Travel By ’Plane 

Faster Than a Bullet 

Man is able to travel today with 
the speed of a bullet. When Flight 
Lieutenant Stainforth of the British 
navy, winner of the 1931 Schneider 
trophy race, made a speed for the 
first lap of 416.2 miles an hour, he 
actually went faster than the maxi- 
mum speed of a bullet from a British 
service revolver. 

This bullet has a muzzle velocity 
of 600 feet a second, or 409.09 miles 
an hour, Therefore, if a revolver 
were fired just as the flyer passed, 
in theory the bullet might be ex- 
pected to travel along beside the 
ship, and the flyer might feel safe 
in reaching out and touching it, or 
even putting it in his pocket while 
it was still proceeding at full speed. 

The flyer's speed might also be said 
to have been faster than the average 
speed of a Springfield rifle bullet, 
says Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
Such a missile leaves the muzzle at 
2,653 feet a second, equal to 1,808.9 
miles an hour, and its average speed 
over its effective range of 1,000 yards 
{s 1,270 miles an hour. However, after 
the bullet has covered its effective 
range, it floats on and on, until, slow- 
ed down by air resistance, it drops to 
the ground spent. At the end of Its 
flight, it has very little speed, and if 
the average {!s taken, it is found to 
be less than for the ‘plane at top 
speed. The bullet would win, how- 
ever, if the 'plane’s speed were aver- 
aged in the same way.

Remedies In View Of Conditions 


The following information is pub- 
Mshed by the authority of the Hon. 
W. C. Buckle, Minister of Agriculture 
of the Government of the Province of 
Saskatchewan. 


Taxes: Title to land sold for taxes 
will not be issued until June 15th, 
1932, unless the municipality or coun- 
cil has exempted the land from the 
provision of the Act passed for the 
protection of land owners. Under 
the new Act authorizing the post- 
ponement of Issue of Certificate of 
Title to Land sold for Taxes, any 
owner of land lying within a munici- 
pality sold for taxes in 1929, or in 
any preceding year, in respect of 
which a certificate of title has not 
been issued, may make application to 
the council of the municipality with- 
in which the land lies for a certificate 
postponing the issue of certificate of 
title to the land until the thirtieth 
day of November, 1932. If the council 
fails or refuses to grant the applica- 
tion and to issue the certificate of 
postponement, the owner may apply 
to a judge of the district court for 
the required certificate, and the deci- 
sion of the judge in the matter shall 
be final. If you are unable to take 
an appeal before a Judge of the Dis- 
trict Court, you may ask the Debt 
Adjustment Commissioner for assist- 
ance. 

If your land has been sold for taxes 
{n the year 1929, or any preceding 
year, you are advised to consult the 
Secretary-Treasurer of your Rural 
Municipality, or Council, without de-| 
lay, because after June 15th, if a cer- 
tificate is not issued to you, title to 
your land may pass to the purchaser 
of the tax sale certificate.

10. The house and buildings occu- 
pied by the execution debtor and also 
the lot or lots on which the same are| 
situated according to the registered 
plan of the same, to the extent of 
three thousand dollars, 

In the event of a chattel mortgage 
naving been given covering horses, 
machinery, etc. the debtor js still 
protected under the Exemptions Act 
for the chattels mentioned above, 
Should the subject matter of tho 
judgment upon which an execution fs 
issued, represent the amount due on 
machinery, horses, etc., then such ar- 
ticles are not exempt. 

In view of prevailing conditions, the 
Government of the Province of Sas- 


ment of payment of certain debts and 
therefore enacted the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act, 1932. This Act extends 
protection to residents of the province 
who are actual residents of and per- 
sonally bona fide engaged in, or the 
principal part of whose income is de- 
rived from farming operations in the 
province, or urban residents who own 
their residence, or who are purchas- 
ers of their residence under an agree- 
ment for sale, or who are retail mer- 
chants and includes the executors or 
administrators of deceased residents 
if the beneficiaries or any of them are 
resident of the province. 

This Act is for the purpose of as- 
sisting debtors who are having diffi- 
culties with their creditors. The 
Commissioner, who administers the 
Act, endeavours to settle such diffi- 
culties but inthe event of it being im- 
possible to arrive at an amicable set- 
tlement, the Commissioner is author- 
ized to issue a certificate which would 
stop any legal action brought by the 
creditor leading to the seizure of 
chattels under chattel mortgage, fore- 
closure of mortgages, and cancella- 
tion of agreements for sale, also re- 
possession of articles bought under 
conditional sale agreements and lien 
notes. The Act, however, does not 
apply to actions which have been de- 
cided before the case is referred to 
the Debt Adjustment Commissioner. 
It does, however, apply to foreclosure 
actions, cancellation of agreements 
for sale, etc., where final order has 
not been issued by the courts. 

In the event of a certificate being 
{ssued, the resident must comply with 
the Commissioner's directions as to 
the disposition of his property. 

The Commissioner of the Debt Ad- 
justment Act is authorized to act as 
Custodian and Trustee under the 
Bankruptcy Act and if any farmer is 
so badly involved that there are no 
prospects of his being able to pay his 
debts, then the Commissioner can ar- 
range for bankruptcy proceedings. 
The farmer is required to make a 
deposit of an amount which will take 
care of the cash disbursements, but 
no fees are charged for services of 
the Department. 

The rights of mortgagees under 
crop leases are also restricted this 
year in that no lease shall affect more 
than one-third of the crop unless the 


;mortgagee has purchased the seed 
land pays the cost of threshing and a 


share of the cost of binder twine pro- 
portionate to the share of the crop to 
which he is entitled under the mort- 
gage, A farmer who is a lessee, pur- 
chaser or mortgagor under any lease, 
agreement of sale or mortgage, may 
in the year 1932, out of the share of 
the crop belonging to the lessor, ven- 
dor or mortgagee, pay one year's 
taxes upon the land on which the crop 
is grown, and, in such case, upon pro- 
duction of the receipt of the munici- 
pality for such payment, the lessor, 
vendor or mortgagee shall be entitled 
only to his one-third share of the 
crop less the amount shown upon such 
receipt, 

Seizures under any lien agreement, 
or conditional sale agreement under 
the Farm Implements Act, or the 
Conditional Sales Act, must be made 
by the sheriff of the judicial district 
within which the seizure is to be 
made, or under his direction., Gener- 
ally, this applies to articles bought on 
the time payment plan such as farm 
machinery, automobiles, washing 
machines, cream separators, horses 
and cattle. 

The vendor’s right to recovery of 
unpaid purchase money on articles 
sold after April 13th, 1932, on credit, 
or partly for cash and partly on cre- 
dit, and if the vendor has a lien there- 
on, is restricted to his lien upon 
the articles sold and his right of re- 
possession of such articles unless in 
the case of sale of land with chattels 
upon an entire consideration. In other 
words, if you buy a plow on the time 
payment plan and cannot meet the 
payments, the vendor can repossess 
the plow, but cannot take action 
against you for the unpaid balance. 

The Debt Adjustment Act does not 
afford protection to urban dwellers 
who live in rented houses or apart- 
ments.

JUDAH THE TRUE BROTHER 


Golden Text: “Behold how good and 
how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity,'’’—-Psalm 133. 
1. 


Lesson: Genesis 44.18 to 45.15. 
Devotional Reading: Psalm 26,1-7, 


Explanations and Comments 


Judah’s Plea For Benjamin, 44,18-34 
—Read chapters 42 and 43. Sincerity 
and depth of feeling mark Judah's 
plea throughout. He first of all re- 
calls to Joseph’s mind—the great man 
who is ‘‘even as Pharaoh,’’—the way 
in which he had, insisted upon bring- 
Ing of Benjamin-to him. He had ask- 
ed the brothers if they had father or 
brother, and they told him that their 
father was living and with him was 
the only remaining child of his moth- 
er, “and his father loveth him.” “Bring 
him down,” the great lord had said, 


“that I may set mine eyes upon him.” | — 


And when they had said that the lad 
could not leave his father, that his 
father would die if he did, the great 
man had emphatically declared, “Ex- 
cept your youngest brother come 
down with you, ye shall see my face 
no more,”’ 

Very touching is Judah’s picture 
then of his father’s reluctance to part 
with Benjamin, a reluctance overcome 
at last by dire hunger. But his father 
had reminded them at parting of how 
he had lost Joseph; “and if ye take 
this one from me, and harm befall 
him,” he cried, “ye will bring down 
my gray hairs with sorrow to Sheol.” 

“Now therefore, when I come to 
thy servant my father, and the lad is 
not with us; seeing that his life is | 
bound up in the lad’s life,’ thus Ju- 
dah speaks, trying to picture what 
could not, must not be—‘“‘it will come 
to pass that he will die.” He had be- 
come surety with his father for the 
lad, and he ends his pathetic plea by 
begging to be made himself a slave in 
the place of Benjamin. How noble Ju- 
dah appears at this moment!

The time was 
ripe for making known to them the 
fact that he, the great ruler in Egypt, 
was none other than Joseph, their 
brother. God, too, was satisfied. The 
brothers were ready to stand togeth- 
er, and it was time to bring them 
down into Egypt, there to lay the 
foundation of a national life, There 
follows a dramatic scene. 

Joseph sends away his Egyptian at- 
tendants that he may be alone with 
his brothers. Bursting-into tears, he 
exclaims, ‘I am Joseph, your brother, 
whom ye sold into Egypt.’’ They are 
amazed and troubled, and he hastens 
to add: “Be not grieved, nor angry 
with yourselves, that ye sold me hith- 
er; for God did send me before you 
to preserve life. It was not you that 
sent me hither, but God.”

lemon juice, a pinch of salt. Soak 
gelatine in cold water 5 minutes, Dis- 
solve in hot coffee, then add sugar. 
Set bowl containing mixture in pan 
of cold water and stir until it begins 
to thicken. Add cream, beaten until 
stiff, and flavoring. Turn into wet 
mold and chill.

JELLIED TONGUE 


Wash and scrub a beef tongue in| 
salted water and boil until tender. Re- 
move skin and place the tongue in a 
saucepan, Add two onions, one stalk 
of celery, four cloves, and salt and 
pepper. Cover with HMquor in which 
tongue was boiled .Add one blade of 
mace, one bunch of thyme, one bunch 
of parsley and one teaspoon sugar. 
Simmer for two hours. Remove 
tongue. For each pint of the liquor 
add one tablespoon of gelatine that 
has been soaked in cold water, Stir 
for two minutes over very low flame. 
Strain and pour over tongue. Chill 
thoroughly, garnish with watercress, 
and serve.

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Wheat Quotas 


Saskatchewan Producers Submit 
Findings For Presentation To 
Imperial Conference 

Care in deciding on a policy of im- 
port quotas in wheat for Britain at 
the coming Imperial Conference is 
urged by Saskatchewan producers. 

Neither for or against wheat quotas, 
recommendations to the provincial 
government from the recent confer- 
ence of producers in connection with 
the Imperial Conference asked ‘care- 
ful consideration” by Canada’s dele- 
gates on this point. 

The findings of Saskatchewan's 
producers were announced by Hon. 
M. A. MacPherson, Provincial Treas- 
urer. Armed with the information re- 
ceived from agricultural interests, 
the Saskatchewan government will 
meet representatives of other western 
governments for the purpose . of 
drawing up western Canada’s brief 
for the guidance of Canada’s dele- 
gates to the Imperial Conference. . 

Full proposals of the” committee 
were: (1) An investigation of the 
possibilities of a stabilizing Empire 
currency. (2) The encouragement 
of a maximum exchange of Canadian 
agricultural products for British 
manufactured goods. (3) The safe- 
guarding of the home market for 
agricultural products so far as is con- 
sistent with satisfactory inter-Em- 
pire trade relations. (4) A continu- 
anec of the Empire marketing board. 
(5) Encouragement of the use of the 
port of Churchill and the Hudson Bay 
Railway. (6) Careful consideration 
of any proposal for the establishment 
of import quotas for wheat. (7) Ex- 
tension of the same privileges and 
consideration to Canadian cattle as 
accorded to other parts of the Em- 
pire. (8) Consideration of elimina- 
tion of export bonuses in the dairy 
industry, or in the alternative, pro- 
visions to offset the effects of same. 
(9) Benefits to be accrued from the 
development of a trade in bacon, 
hams, pork and pork products.

After 187 Years

at peace after a feud of 187 years. 

A telegram from the Duke of 
Argyll, chief of the Clan Campbell, 
to Col. Sir Fitzroy MacLean, head of 
all the MacLeans, who celebrated his 
97th birthday on the Isle of Mull, 
Scotland, brought about the reconcili- 
ation. 

“The Campbells and the MacLeans 
are now friends again. The sword is 
buried forever. Colonel MacLean said 
after receiving the telegram. The 
feud started in 1745 when the chief 
of the MacLean Clan suspected his 
wife of intrigue with one of the Clap 
Campbell.

Care Of Veterans o 


Funds Available For Soldiers Who 
Suffered In German Prison 
Canips 

Reports have reached veterans’ or- 

ganizations in various centres that 
there is no money in the reparations 
treasury for Canadian veterans who 
suffered ill-treatment in German pris- 
on camps, whereas the sum of $300,- 
| 000 was granted to naturalized Ar- 
;menians who lost relatives and pro- 
perty in the Turkish massacres. It 
was explained at the secretary of 
state department, that these reports 
are not accurate. A vote of $500,000 
was put in the estimates last session 
to look after the Canadian veterans 
who suffered in German prison camps. 
That amount is available. ‘ 

Under the Lausanne treaty it was 
arranged by Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan that the 5,000,000 in 
Turkish pounds, credit of Turkey in 
Germany, be used to reimburse the 
Armenians who suffered in the mas- 
sacre. A commission sat in Paris and 
adjudicated on these claims. 

Claims to the total of over $8,000,- 
000 were filed at Ottawa by Armen- 
ians in Canada who had become Bri- 
tish subjects and who had lost pro- 
perty, fathers or mothers or wives or 
children in the massacre. Of these 
claims, the only ones to be entertain- 
ed by the Paris commission were 
those whose wives or children had 
been lost, in which cases certain so- 
latia were granted. 

The remainder of the claims were 
turned back ‘to Ottawa, and for years 
the government struggled with the 
problem as to what should be done 
with them. It was finally decided to 
award these claimants a total of 
$300,000 taken out of the full vote of 
$3,200,000.

Working with misinformation 
as his tool and chance as his 
workshop the penny pinching 
motorist is going ninety-nine 
per cent wrong in his operations, 
])iscords are the rule. Service 
men are findirg that half the 
work in most jobs is undoing the 
owners’ mistakes, 

Fven the adjustment of a spark 
plug these days calls for skill. 
Most service stations willingly do 
these things for customers with- 
out extra charge, but many a mo- 
torist is too busy trying to cut 
costs to notice any such simple 
facts. .He is given an extra han 
dicap by reason of the fact that

mechanically, He is trying to 
tackle the needs of a 1932 car 
with a 1922 mind. 

Service managers find a great deal 
of ‘owner trouble” especially-with 
the brakes, After a motorist has 
paid to have his brakes adjusted 
a few times he invariably thinks 
he can do it himself, All you 
have to do is to turn a couple of 
turnbuckles.
